SCOTCH PEOPLE SEEN ' 
THROUGH GERMAN EYES 


Hun Correspondent’s Amus¬ 
ing Description Of Scotch 
And Their Customs.

The following article was translat¬ 
ed from “The Berliner Tagsblatt” by; 
Lieut. J. L. Haight and two other of¬ 
ficers of the C. E. F., in captivity 
at Clausthal, shortly before release. 
Lieut. Haight recently returned from 
overseas suggests that its unconsci¬ 
ous humour may better be appreciat¬ 
ed by British -than German readers. 
It also affords some little glimse of 
the German physchology, with a 
touch of their superracism theory. 

MALMEDY,— 

All day long I have been standing 
amidst the hardbitten citizens of Mai 
medy watching the passage of Engl¬ 
ish troops on their was to Rhineland. 
With stern sorrow in their hearts, but 
with head erect and eyes flashing with 
stern determination to endure all fot 
the sake of their beloved ‘Fatherland’ 
the burgers of Malmedy have stood, 
hat in hand , saluting the colours of 
an alien foe! 

What more' natural than that we 
Germans, who are the most patient 
of scientific investigators, should, de¬ 
spite the hard and bitter occasion, 
find a spectasjc even as humilating as 
the "occupation of our beloved land a 
matter for detached interest? And 
perhaps some few facts concerning 
the Scottish jjegiments of English in¬ 
fantry way be of interest to our sore¬ 
ly-tried but undaunted people. 

Scotland has always been a wild my 
stery land -to the people of our coun¬ 
try, “and there are many curious mis- 
apprenhensions concerning the “Scot¬ 
ch Highlanders” whiclf I may perhaps 
dissipate, I have made many visits to 
Scotland, so perhaps I was not so 
much startled when the “squill” of 
the bagpipes echoed through the stre- 
• ets. and these fierce, untamed soldiers 
came marching proudly past. I have 
seen these men in kilts before, and 
was uot like many <)£ our goq^ladies 
of Malmedy, shocked at the bareness 
of legs, which is so surprising a spect- 
-acle. 

By now a very laige number of our 
good German people know that the 
English battalions are not all Soottish 
but there are a great many facts 
which they do not know about Scot¬ 
land and herwarlike people which I 
am the fitetio put on record. 

The Highland people are a Celtic 
race distinct from the English. Their 
language is different, their manners 
and customs are altogether at varian¬ 
ce with those of the languid southern¬ 
ers. In ithysiogomy they differ very 
materially from their southern neigh¬ 
bour. The Scotch have red hair and 
their features are harder. They are a. 
simple, frugal people, the majority of 
whom are engeged in hunting deer 
which abounds in many parts of Scot¬ 
land and in fifching the rivers for sal¬ 
mon, trout, and, on some parts of the 
coast, herrings. They are intensely re¬ 
ligious, their form of worship being 
Lutherian, and the holiness of a-Scot- 
tish Sunday is proverbial. On that day 
no trams run. all the work ceases, ;ld 
the sound of the “kirk” bells (it \tfill 
be observed that the Scottish langu¬ 
age is akin to German, and that what 
is “kirk” in Scottish is "kirche” in 
German) rings throughout the land, 
and everywhere may be seen the pious 
people wending toward their meeting 
houses. 

The Scotchman is trained from his 
year there arc what is known as “Hi¬ 
ghland Gatherings*” These arc bar¬ 
baric festivals, attended by the most 
aEtoundingly primitive exercises. For 
example, one of the favorite competi¬ 
tions is to dance on red-hot swords 
and he who dances longest receives a 
prize, varying in value according t<J 
the wealth of the district. Though the 
young men are stoical in their endur¬ 
ance of suffering, it sometimes hap¬ 
pens that in spite of their efforts, wild 
cries escape them as this exercise is 
carried out, and in order to drown the 
cries it is the custom to play the bag¬ 
pipe vigorously, the player walking 
up and down to hide his own agitation 
from the spectators.

A 
cup has been donated by the Cham¬ 
pion School Board to be-awarded to 
the most points in academic exhibits 
in athletic events. A shield has been 
donated by the Vulcan School Board 
to be awarded to ftie school obtaining 
the most points in academis^. exhibits. 
A shield has also been presented to 
the association by the retiring secre¬ 
tary, Mr. J. A. Lindsay to be awarded 
for proficiency in spellng. 

Another shield will also be awarded j 
for the best school garden. The plot j 
is to be cultivated for its commercial | 
possibilities, and a half of the proce¬ 
eds is to be devoted to the school fair, 
while .the other half is to be given to 
the scholars who do the cultivation. 1 
It is expected that the school board 
will provide the cultivation that can- I 
not be done by hand, and also what- !

by their school. The award will be 
made to the school who gets the larg¬ 
est .returns in proportion to the i- 
mount cultivated, providing this a- 
mount constitutes a fair sized garden.

GREAT BUZZARD PASSES 
OVER ALBERTA 

Much Moistura Added To 
The Land; Stock Suffer 
Heavy Losses, 

Much Muisture Added to the Lind; 

Stock Suffer Heavy Losses 

What is considered to be the woif.t 
blizzard which has passed over Alber¬ 
ta since 1903 occured last Friday 
and continued over Saturday and Sun¬ 
day. 

Commencing early in the morning 
in the Edmonton district, it reached 
Calgaiy about nine o'clock Friday 
morning, and High River and Vulcan 
at shortly after noon. It increased in 
fury as time went on. At first it would 
have appearedAbat it was just the us¬ 
ual May snow storm, but *with the 
driving north-east wind the farmers 
became anxious as to the welfare of 
stock, and before they could be shelt¬ 
ered, numbers perished in the storm, 
as well as large quantities getting es- 
tray. On'Sunday afternoon the storm 
turned milder. Whilst, the moisture 
was welcome the price paid by some 
farmers was pretty dear. The sudden- 
ess of the storm, as well as the sev¬ 
erity, accounted for much of the loss, 
as owners for the most part Jiad no 
opportunity to round up and attend 
to their stock. The grateful- sunshine 
and warmth succeeding the storm will 
help to ameliorate the feed condition. 
The loosers are taking their losses 
very philosophically, and are glad of 
the general benefit which the storm 
brought. As a result of the added 
moisture, coming at a time when the 
larger percentage of the wheat seed¬ 
ing is done, the outlook was never 
more propitious.

LOMOND FARMER LOST 

LIFE IN BUZZARD 


Got Off Trail When Fetching 
Water For Stock And 
Died From Exporure, 

Mr. Dugald McArthur of Lomond, 
a noted farmer of that district, who 
was one of the first settlers in that 
district, his homestead being the 
present townsite of Lomond, perish¬ 
ed in the blizzhrd last Friday. Mr. Ar¬ 
thur’s age was against him for bat¬ 
tling with the elements as he was 
a man of form 65 to 70 years of age. 

At the time of the storm he was 
staying with Mr. Jas. Williamson, a 
farmer on 32-15-20, east of Snake Val 
ley. On Thursday Mr. Williarnpou 
left home to help some neighbours 
with their ploughing, leaving Mr. Mc¬ 
Arthur in charge. OnFriday evening 
Mr. McArthur took the tank and went 
to the dam at Snake Valley for water 
for the stock, a distance of six miles 
from the farm. On the return journey 
he got turned around and lost in the 
storm, as he was heading north when 
found. On his way he came to a hill 
on- the trail between sections 2 and 3- 
16-21, and apparently the horses were 
unable to pull the tank up the hill ow¬ 
ing to the heavy snow drifts on the 
trail. It is presumed he unhitched the 
horse and turned them loose, and got 
behind the tank for shelter from the 
blizzard, where he evidently perished 


as his body was found behind the tank 
buried under two feet of snow. 

Mr. McArthur was the owner of 
half a section of land at Lomond, he 
having homesteaded 1 the site where 
the town of Lomond now stands. He 
pre-empted a quarter adjoining. In.ad 
dition. to this he had several head of 
horses and land interests jn "other 
parts. He had no delations in these 
parts, but he has two sisters 1 , Mrs. 
Kate Campbell of Tiverton, and Mrs. 
Kurkhope, of Seattle. Mr. McArthur 
was well known throughout this dis¬ 
trict and the news of his death will 
be received with regret. Theintermen* 
takes place at the Lomond cemetery- 
today.

Few promotions can be made this

Perhaps it would have been 
better both from the standpoint of 
health as well as of education to have 
kept school and had the health 

of the children looked after, by a per¬ 
manently engaged nurse, by thorough 
medical examinations monthly or oft- 
ener if occasion necessitated, and by 
outdoor exercise on modem play¬ 
ground equipment. The cost of these 
things can not be compared with the 
loss of a year’s schooling, which some 
may never have the chance to repeat. 
If parents realize the importance of 
taking these steps to safeguard the 
health of their children, they should 
so express themselves that the proper 
authorities may know that they would 
be justified in taking the necessary ac 
tion. 

Believing that such matters can 
best be handled by a Parents-Teachers 
Association, the Principal asks that 
the parents meet the teachers 
the school on Friday, May- 16th, nt 8 
p.m. to form such an organization not 
only for the purpose stated but for 
any other that commends their appro¬ 
val.
